WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—In: the opin- 
ion of Solicitor General - William L. 
Frierson, no liquor can be sold on ‘ships 
flying the American flag, whether the 
vessels are on the high seas-or in for- 
eign waters. In a statement issued 'to- 
night by. William M. Williams, Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, ‘ for the in- 
formation and guidance” of his staff, 
the Solicitor. General’s opinion As in- 


deed | cluded. 


While the Commissioner's statement 
does not contain the opinion as a ruling, 
it is-understoud that it must be followed 
as g@ policy of the ‘Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau. The letter containing the opinion 
was dated Nov. 1, but was not made 
public until today. , 

Under the opinion, the practice in- 
dulged in. by certain American ships of 
carrying liquor for sale at the bar on 
voyages from Europe, must be. aban- 
doned. The liquor cannot be sold on the 
voyage, according to the ruling. 

It is the. belief. of revenue officers 
that the policy will be difficult to en- 
force in foreign waters. , The idea here 
is. that masters of vessels will be held 
responsible, and that Consuls will be 
asked to report violations. Further reg- 
ulations concerning the opinion will be 
formulated. later it was said.

tons of coal were’ saved each,year, the 
money saving would be $450,000,000, or 
enough to pay nearly one-half the inter- 
est ef the hationai war debt. Trans- 
portation would be relieved, the services 
of 75,000 miners. would be conserved. 
and more than $4 annually would be 
saved for every person in the United 
States, 
said,- could be found in boiler plants, 
coke ovens, domestic heating equipmént. 
and plants and installations misusing 
steam after its generation. Virtually 
every industrial piant could save: from 
10 to’30 per cent. of its fuel. 
Eleven proposals for effecting econo- 
mies were prop by _ the speaker.
